He was attended by his wife, whose 
face wore’ an expression of suffering that 
made it painful to look upon. ‘The hall was 
not at all crowded, as few had expected a 
verdict so soon. The jurors filed in and took 
their seats, all of them keeping their faces 
fixed on the court. Judge Goodman put the 
usual question. After the roll had been 
called and the verdict was submitted the 
Judge read aloud: “We, the jury, find the 
defendant not guilty, as charged in the in- 
dictment.”’ 

Loud applause followed and some of the au- 
dience threw up their hats, while great confu- 
sion ensued. Amid it all Frank James sat 
looking at the Court without even a change of 
color or atremorof hand, just us he had looked 
at the speakers and witnesses al! through the 
ease. His wife’s face, however, was changed 
in a segond from an expression of terror to 
one of radiant joy. Counsel for the defense 
smiled and wore the plumes of victory well. 
The State's prin Mr. Hainilton, and 
Judge Hicklin looked gloomy and spoke not. 
The jury was then discharged and they 

uietly tert the court-room. When some

DENVER, COL., Sept. 9. 

Two serious accidents occurred yesterday 
afternoon at Kenosha Mountain, South 
Park Road, in which seven employes were 
injured, three it is thought fatally, includ- 
ing Conductor Livingston. A freight train 
had been made into two sections going 
down the hill. The first section made the 
grade successfully, but at its base ran into 
a oonstruction train, injuring four men, but 
none fatally.

It 
is said, through some unknown cause, the 
heavy train got the. stery over the en- 
gineer, and rushed down the mountain 
where thé grade is two-hundred feet to the 
mile with.a terrific velocity. until a sharp 
curve was encountered, and the engine le't 
the track, completely wrecking the whole 
train.

Henry J. Blessing;a River Engineer, Makes 
a Desperate Attempt to Kill his Wife, his 
Brother-in-Law gud End Own Life— 
‘Probable Success of the Latter ‘Effort 

Mrs, Blessing Not Fatally Injured, and 

. the Result 1 The Case Of the Other Victim

About eleven o’clock last night the neigh- 

borhood of 1454 Cass avenue was, startled 

by six shots fired in rapid succession, and 

a few minutes later Mrs. Ida Blessing, who 

resides ‘at that number, the family consist- 

‘ing of Henry J. Blessing, his wife and her 

brother, Wm, F. Thélemann, knocked at the 

doot of her@aadlord's house, on the ground 
floor, and when it was opened she handed 
his'sony Henry Eicks, a revolver, saying 
that her husband had shot her brother and 
cut his ewm tlroat: She did not mention 
any injurtes inflicted upen herself; Young 

Ricks. and Toni Foley, a young man who 

had .Leen attracted by the ‘noise of the 

shooting, hurried up-stairs. Blessing was 
pacing around, in the regm nearest the 

Porch. _Qne of the. young men called: 

“Blessing, ¢ome out here;”? but the man 

made noreply and continued bis march. 

The'reom was unlighted,and the two young 

mien were not disposed to risk an encounter 

in it with him. They returned 'to the yard 
for the lantern, but when they came up- 
stairs. again Blessing had disappeared, 

Meanwhile different policemen had been 

summoned, among them Officers ‘Walker 

and Messer, and they, although belonging 
to the Third District, outside the scene of 
the occurrence, at once instituted a search 

Blessing, and found him in the garret, 
lying on his stomach, anthaere horrified to 
gaze on a severed windpipe and a throat 
cut from éar to ear, while their ears were 
assailed by aigurgle that the escaping air 
made. The would-be suicide still, clutched 
in his hand @ Wade & Butcher: razor, with 
which he had so yiciously slashed himself. - 
The officers took it from him and endeav- 
ored to obtain from him some information 
as to the deeds he had done. The mancould 
not speak, but was fully conscious, and a 
quick shake or nod 6f the heat!’ indicated a 
negative or an aflirmative reply. 

t was gleaned from him that his inten- 
tion was to‘kill his wife, his brother-in-law 
and himself. The patrol wagon was tele- 
phoned tor and Blessing was sent to the 

ity Dispensary, the- ofticers meanwhile 
turning their attention to the other mem- 
bers of the family’ Thel¥emann was found 
lying on a pallet in the sitting-room, where 
he had been placed ‘by his sister. He pre- 
sented a shocking spectacle. His infuriated 
brother-in-law had slashed him on the left 
side of the neck, severing an artery. He 
then inflicted a deep gash on the right side, 
cut him across the bowels, and shot him 
under the left eye and in the muscle of the 
left arm, the bullet penetrating the lung. 

He suffered intensely, as was evident from 

his frequent exclamations. Blesgine has 


used on him the Tra7>* and an American 
Sete s sell-cocker, center-fire revolver. 


He was also sent to the City Dispensary. 
* Doctors Vogt and Eaton were called th 
to attend Mrs. Blessing, who was more 
seriously hurt than was at first supposed. 
Her blood-thirsty. husband had used the 
razor on her too, and though he inflicted 
but one wound on her it was a most painful 
one, It was six inches in- length, extend- 
ing from the umbilicus to the short ribs on 
the left side. The surgeons said, however, 
that the cavity was not penetrated, and 
that her chances for recovery were good, 
Immediately after it had been dressed. she 
became hysterical and delirious, and no 
statement could be obtained from her. She 
wrung her hands, wept, screamed and 
asked continually for “Drew,” a pet name 
she gave her brother. ° She did not display 
much grief for her husband. “Oh!” she 
exclaimed, “what will they do with me if 
they should die?” 

When the wounded men arrived at the 
Dispensary they presented a fearful sight. 
Blessing wore nothing but his socks, draw- 
ers and shirt, and had a standing collar on. 
He was wrapped up in asheet. Everything 
about him was covered with blood. His 
throat was a most ghastly looking object, 
and at each respiration the blood would 
spurt forth. He was also pulseless. Dr. 
Blickhabn made a brief examination of the 
men’s wounds and found Thelemann suf- 
fering from two pistol shots, besides the 
wounds inflicted by the razor. The Doctor 
therefore decided to send both of the injured 
men to the City Hospital. At that institu- 
tion Dr. Dean made a closer examination 
and discovered that Blessing had cut his 
throat immediately above the larynx, sev- 
ering the windpipe completely, and can not 
possibly recover. Thelemann’s wounds 
consist of a bullet wound under the left eye, 
ranging downward, but not injuring that 
organ. A second shot entered the back 
immediately behind the left arm, near the 
shoulder, the ball having penetrated the 
Jett lung. Another wound was onthe right 
side of the abdomen, being about six 
inches in length, and “gaping”? nearly 
two inches, but the abdominal -wall was 
not entered. A fourth cut was upon the 
left ear. The physician thinks he may pos- 
sibly get well, but it is exceedingly doubt- 
ful. When asked as to why he was shot, 
he hesitate@# and seemed unwilling to an- 
swer, but when told that he would most 
probably die, and that he ought to make a 
statement, he said that aeasing was quar- 
reling with his sister and that he took her 
part and attempted to pacify Blessing,when 
the latter drew a pistol and shot him and 
then cut him. 

Mrs. Blessing is a young woman, twenty- 
four or twenty-five years of age, an Ameri- 

-can brunette, refined and educated. She 
bears a very.good reputation in the neigh- 
borhood, as Goes also her brother, who was 
noted for being quiet and inoffensive. Bles- 
sing’s last trip was made on the steamer 
Ste. Genevieve, from which he returned 
four weeks ago, and it is said that ever 
since then he has been drinking: and quar- 
reling with his wife. Last night, however, 
he was to all appearances. perfectly sober. 
Those who live close to him say that he has 

_ been jealous of his wife for some time. He, 
however/‘as best he could, denied that jeal-

AN OLD COLONIAL CITY. 


BY J. F. BLUNT. 

From Windsor to Halifax, the train 
plunges into a long tract of gloomy forest, 
astunted growth of pine and hemlock 
trees, whose cheerless character is in strong 
contrast to the scenery’ of the Anapolis 
Valley. At intervals, we emerge and dart 
along the shores of stagnant pools and 
over lew wastes of land, unavailable on ac- 
eount of the treacherous bogs. The Sta- 
tions are few and far between, usually in 
an opening of the torest where the carriage 
roads intersect, and a few dingy houses 
testify to the drowsy life dragging evt an 
existence even in these deserted places. 

A few miles from Halifax, the W. & A. 
Railway, forms a Junction with the - Inter- 
Colonial. A more rocky place it has never 
been our fortune to visit; boulders viled 
upon boulders surround the Station, and 
the ledge extends in every direetion. 
scarcely leaving a single patch of green 
grass for the sheep and goats. Rough and 
unconth as are the surroundings, this 
place in the far Eastern Province has a 
charm for us, and we turna second time 
to admire the little stream forcing its way 
through the rugged granite walls by « path 
of its own making. Farther on is Bedford, 


a noted Summer resort, on an arm of the 
sea by the same name. Here come the 
gentry of Halifax to snuff the country bree- 
ges, and still keep in mind the marmer ef 


the ecean. Being near the city, it is easily 
reached for a few day's excursion, and load 
ed trains deposit their living freight in 
multitudes, while booths for the accommo- 
dation of picuicers are on every hand. For 
two weeks we were at:the Belle Vae House, 
and during that time almost constantly en« 
gaged iu explorations. The bay seemed 
covered with pleasure boats, and the tiny 
white sails glistened like sea guilson the 
surface of the water. Spruce Island stands 
midway, guardian of the harber by na- 
ture, but not ntilized by fortifications, as 
these are farther down and around the city. 
Long curves of the railroad about the in- 
land coves serve to make the journey pleas- 
ant and keep the train in sight from the 
Station long after starting out on its course. 
Art Hauirax, 
one finds himself ina new world. New 
customs, or 2nfamiliar ones prevail. The 
undisguised cordiality of the Western coun 
ties gives place to hauty arrogance and as- 
sumed gentility. Here ‘Johnny Bull” re- 
poses iu all the dignity of character mani- 
fasted by true-born Britains. In his so- 
licitade for prrsonal comfort, he rarely 
condescends to do anything for the comfort 
of others. 

Having a magnificent harbor, this is one 
ef England’s strongholds. The govern- 
ment buildings and navy yard, as well as 
the various ports, are prominent objects of 
interest. ‘Red Coats” are thickly inter- 
spersed with the dress of the civilians, an? 
the bright uniforms of the soldiers lend = 
peculiar charm to the picture.

HOME AND FARM. 


—When you harvest cabbages do not 
leave the stumps in the field or throw 
them on the compost heap. Either 
plan‘helps perpetuate club root. Whey 
should be burned. 

—Lemon Pudding: Beat the yolks of 
two eggs light; add two eupfuls of su- 
gat; dissolve fonr tablespoons of corn 
starch in a little cold water; put in the 
juice of two lemons, with some of the 
grated peel. Mix’ all together, with a 
tablespoonful of butter. Bake about 
fifteen minutes. When done spread 
over the ‘top the beaten whites of the 
egos and brown.— Exchange. 

—The best resnits from wood ashes 
are secured by adding a small propor- 
tion of common salt. Ashes contain all 
the mineral elements of the plant, and 
they exert a good influence in unlock- 
ing fertility that would ‘not be other- 
wise available. In burning anything 
the chlorine it contains is carried off 
with the smoke and galt, chloride of 
sodium, supplies the deficiency.—Cole- 
man’s Rural World. 

—A correspondent of the Furmers’) 
Review has practiced during several* 
winters the plan of keeping apples in 
dry sand, poured into the filled barrels 
after storiag in the cellar, and finds it 
a “decided improvement”’ on any other 
plan ever tried, the fruit remaining till 
late spring ‘‘as crisp and apparently as 
fresh as when gatliered."’

—Steamed Cod or Haddock: Take 
fish of four or tive pounds; dress it 
nicely; put its tail in its mouth, and 
skewe1 it there.

Something About Barley. 
This genus of grasses ranks in some 
of the countries of Europe next to 
Wheat in value. There are many 
species of what is termed barley 
grasses, but the majoritv of them are 
coarse, weedy plants of little or no 
value to man. The grain known as 
barley figures in the remote records of 
both sacred and civil history, and has 
been constantly cultivated from the 
most ancient times till the present day. 
In the days of Moses, ‘tan homer of 
barley seed was valued at fifty shekels 
of silver.”’ Barley is mentioned in the 
story of Naomi and Ruth, and in many 
other places in the sacred records. 

Pliny gives such explicit descriptions 
of barley as cultivated in his day that 
there is no difficulty in recognizing it as 
the same known and cultivated at the 
present time. Columella mentions two 
varieties as cultivated in Italy, one called 
hexasticum and the other distichum. 
Cato, Palladius, Virgil. and other 
ancient writers speak of this grain and 
its value, giving full and explicit di- 
rections for preparing the Jand and 
sowing the seed. Varo says that six 
madii of barley should be sown per acre, 
which is equivalent to about two bush- 
els and two pecks of our measure. 

The flowers of barley are arranged in 
a compact spike in alternate order on 
each side of a terminal rachis or stem. 
They contain both stamens and _pistils, 
and for this reason are termed heima- 
phrodite, the organs of fertility being 
enclosed within two ;spalex, the inner 
one closely investing the seed, and the 
outer one unwrapping and folding over 
the inner, and furnished with a long 
awn or heard beset with three rows of 
acute bristles. Three palew constitute 
a spikelet and two glumes belong to 
exh paler. oul 

Although barley is usually regarded 

as more tender than some of the other 
vereals, it is cultivated over a very wide 
range of country, often flourishing where 
subject to great heat and long droughts, 
as well as in very moist and cool cli- 
mates, far to the Aorth. Owing to the 
veculiar form of the flowers it is less 
iable to blight from unfavorable weath- 
er when in bloom than -wheat. The 
three filaments of the latter, with their 
delicate anthers, are protruded and ex- 
nosed to every change in the weather, 
but in barley these organs are masked 
and protected by the floral integu- 
ments. 

Some writers classify barley accord- 
ing to the time of sowing, making only 
two divisions—spring and winter bar- 
fey. Others classify all varieties of bar- 
ley according to the number of rows of 
grain in the ears, into six-rowed, four- 
rowed and two-rowed ; but the first two 
are undoubtedly the same species, while 
the last is distinct, as they have only 
one spikelet at each joint of the rachis 
with a fertile flower, the two lateral 
spikelets being reduced to a sterile rudi- 
ment. The winter and spring barley 
are often interchanged, and what is 
strictly a spring variety in one country 
or locality becomes a winter variety in 
others. Attempts have also been made 
to classify the varieties according to the 
adhesion or non-adhesion of the corolla 
with ripe seed, making the awned and 
naked barley. Then there is what is 
termed the flat-cared and square-eared 
barleys. But for all practical purposes 
the many varieties in cultivation may 
be referred to two species, namely, 
Hordeum, vulgare, four and six-rowed, 
pend H. disgtichum, two-rowed barley..
